CONDEMNS ROADSIDE SIGNS 


No more effective utterances 
~. have been heard against the mar- 
^ ring of the beauty along Florida's 

highways with ugly advertising 


made in the course of an address 
before the Garden Fair audience 


at Babson Park a few days ago.

Phasized objections to such signs 

‘which have been the object of re- 

peated complaints by the Florida 
Beautification association for 
`” many, years. 

Mr, Babson gave emphatic rea- 
sons for objections to the signs, 
which he described as “bootleg 
advertising.” In the first place, 
he asserted, roadside advertisin; 
is unpatriotic, a statement tha 
will meet the approval of h 
give sufficient, time to a stàd 
the problem to analyze its vark 
angles. The accuracy of his wb 
servation is evident when the fac 

! is considered that those who meet 
Such sígns too often show no re- 
gard whatever for opposing senti- 
ment. ‘The residents of a com- 

` munity, usually the women who 
are interested in beautifying home 
and other surroundings, may spend 
time and money in making the 
roadsides more attractive, only to 
have their efforts nullified by signs 
that are both” unattractive and, 
hazardous to traffic. 

When the signs are erected they 
become a direct slap at the Nat- 
tonal anthem, “America the Beau- 
tiful,” and their erection is a 
crime oh the part of anyone who 
thus mars the country roadside, 
in the opinion of Mr. Babson. He 
thinks this applies to all parts of 
the dation, but especially to Flor- 
ida, California, New England and 
other localities which largely de- 
pend upon tourist business. "Many 
tourist resorts, moreover, have 
been spoiled and finally—in my 

ügment-— killed by roadside 

" he declared in his address, 
views expressed by Mr.

idians who want to' see

lines, especially in beautification. 
But there aro angles to the evil 
other than this, and they are in- 
teligently developed and em- 
phasized by this great booster of 
Florida. In his'address hé termed 
the erection of roadside signs an 
unfair practice, and went on to 
say further: E 

Roadside advertising is very un- 
fair to civic minded hotels and 
morchants, NWho refuse to stop to 
use it., This iy an f'unfair practice" 
which the Fe Trade Commis- 
sion will some day take up. I am 
not now criticising out-door adver- 
tising in cities—or at-the entrance 
to clties—whero signs are on rent- 
ed land and under supervision, or 
on one's own property—I refer to 
where signs are "bootlegged" on 

highways and adjoining land. Just 
thiik what would happen jf every 
hotel and merchant used this same 
unpatriotic’ iwethod ‘of publicity? 
1t would do none of them any good. 
If any concern now benefits, it is 
Wholly due to the fact that the 
great, majority ‘are'too civic mind- 

“ed to erect these disgraceful signa. 

ane roadside signs must in- 
automobile’ accidents. Driv- 

ers naturally look at them. In- 
stinetively, we think signs give 
sbme important instruction’ or di- 
rections. As a result; these road- 
side signs distract one ffom watch- 
ing the highway. Considering 
that about 25,000 were killed and 
nearly 600,000 were injured last | 
year in automobile accidents on 
country highways (not city 
streets) we should avold everything’ 
which raises this death rate. Cer- 
tainly roadside signs are one bad 
cause of accidents. —- |

The University of Florida 
strongly advises making war on 
mosquitocs at this time of the year 
that the pests may not swarm in 
the months tocome. A little work 
now will keep the mosquito down 
later on, It reports: 

"The malarial mosquito as man- 
Kind's worst insect foe was strik- 
ingly shown In a recent sound film 
issued by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

"It revealed that there were 2,- 
000,000 cases of malaria in the 
United States last year and every 
one ofthese was caused by the 
mosquito. It also showed the life 
cycle of this pest, which is the 
bane of existence for men and 
beast |n many sections of tbe 
cation, and the various method 
that are used in efforts to control 
it 

"As everyone knows, we in Flor- 
ida have & lot of trouble with the 
mosquito, cspeclaly ig those se 
tions that are not well-drained and 

here there is considerable rain- 
fall Mosquitoes are not as bad 
now as they will be later on in the 
year, but a word of advice now 
may, lessen their nutnbers and the 
cases of malaria later on. 

“Now is a good time to screen 
the home or to patch up screens 
that are in need of repair, so that 
the fami'y will have this protec- 
tion against the pest. It's a good 
idea to be ready for the mosqui- 
toes when their numbers begin in- 
creasing. e 

"Florida has had a lot of rain 
in recent weeks and undoubtedly 
there is considerable water stand- 
ing in cans, bartels, holes and oth- 
er places. Standing water is ideal 
for the mosquito to reproduce its 
kind. If puddles and ponds on the 
farm are drained and if all stand- 
ing water in receptacles’ near the 
home are emptied, the mosquitoes 
will not get much chance to breed. 
Spraying ponda and“puditles with 
oil of any kind or dusting them 
with Paris green’ will stifle the 
young mosquito wiggletails, also. 

“A small tin can, half full of 
water, is large enough for hundreds 
of wiggletails to flourish in and 
finally develop into fullfledged 
mosquitoes. Thus a small tin can, 
half full of standing water, is a 
very important thing when it 
comes to a consideration of the 
health of the family. 

“It would be a good idea for 
Florida farm families and others to 
get to work now to eliminate mo- 
squito breeding places near thelr 
bomes and to continue these prac- 
tices so that the numbers of mo- 
squitóes inay be kept down. Of 
course, there is à great deal of 
large scale drainage of swamps 
and marahes that must be done 
before we can come near controll- 
ing the mosquitoes in the state a3 
a whole, but there is much that the 
can. do, too."—Palm 
Beach Post. 


SPEEDING THROUGH 
GEORGIA , . 

Every year-a vast tide of. wealth 
flows throdgh Georgia. It is un- 
fettered money, in spendable Amer- 
ican currency, bound for the play 
cities of Florida. Its owners 
speed swiftly-southward, pausing 
only for gasoline or refreshment, 
unaware of the beauties they are 
missing.
